LYNCHING. BLAMED 
ON LEGAL DELAY 


Charges Made by Attor- 
ney Williamson Refuted 
by Bartow Official. 


Following charges by Marion Wil- 


Richard B. Russell, Jr., was swept into office as governor 
of Georgia by one of the most overwhelming majorities ever 
compiled in the history of the state, when he carried 128 of 
the 161 counties in the state, with a county unit vote of 330. 
George H. Carswell, his opponent, carried 33 counties with a 
total unit vote of 84. 

The total number of ballots cast in Wednesday's run-over 
primary for the governorship was far larger, according to late 
compilations, than had been expected earlier in the day. While 
some counties did not give their popular vote, contenting them- 
selves with reporting the result only, available figures gave Rus- 


sell a popular vote of 89,028 to 40,091 for Carswell. 

In Fulton and DeKalb counties Russell won decisive vic- 
tories, each county giving its six unit votes to the successful 
candidate by tremendous popular vote majorities. In Fulton

BRITAIN AND RUSSIA 
DISCUSS CLAIMS TODAY 


LONDON, Oct. L—(UN)—Settle- 
ment of Russia’s war loan debt to 
Great Britain and of the claims of 
British private citizens will be sought 
at an important Anglo-Russian con- 
ference scheduled to open in London 
tomorrow. Nearly $6,000,000,000 of 
British money was estimated at stake. 

The soviet representatives, already 
arrived, held a preliminary meeting of 
their own delegation today to com- 
plete the draft of their proposals at 
the negotiations. ‘They 
series of counter-claims to offer. 

The negotiations were regarded here 
as tremendously significant in connec- 
tion with Moscow's future policy rela- 
tive to debts contracted by the cezar- 
ist regime—debts which the soviets 
until now have emphatically repud- 
iated. Settlement with Britain, would 
be a precedent of world interest, and | 
with particular appeal, it was point} 
ed out, to the United States. 

The British government's claim for 
war loans advanced to the Russian 
ezarist government and which the 
soviet government repudiated, amounts 
in round figures to 934,000,000 
pounds (about $4,529,900,000). 

There has been no governmental 
estimate of private claims announced 
since July, 1924. when Albert V. 
Alexander, now first lord of the ad- 
miralty, but then parliamentary sec- 
retary of the board of trade, said in 
the house of commons that the claims 
so far filed amounted approximately 
0 300,000,000 pounds.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1.—Officials 
of the interior department let it be 
known today that Jerome Jones, of 
Atlanta, has been tendered an ap- 
pointment as a member of the na- 
tional advisory committee on second- 
ary education, which is being created 
for the purpose of making a survey 
| of secondary schools throughout the 
country. é 

Mr. Jones will be the representa- 
tive of (;eorgia on the committee, 
which will have one lay member from 
each state in the union. Other lay 
members have not yet been announced, 
but the department recently complet- 
ed the list of an auxiliary committee 
of 30 members, all educators, who 


f; will funetion jointly in making sur- 


vey, 

The committee, it was explained, is 
being formed in keeping with legis- 
lation approved by congress at the 
last session. An appropriation of 
$225,000 was authorized to make a 
comprehensive survey of the methods 
employed by secondary schools over 
the country, mostly high sehools and 
junior high schools, although certain 
commercial schools come within the 
category, officials said. 

The survey will be conducted over 
n period of three years, and in the 
fiual report, interior department offi- 
'cials hope to have the committee in- 
/ corporate recémmendations having an 
important bearing on the secondary 
school system of the country. 

In confirming the appointment of 
Mr. Jones, officials of the depart- 
ment described the functions of the 
committee as important, adding that 
it has a “very sérious undertaking 
ahead.” 

There are some 18,000 secondary 
schools in the country, and the com- 
| mittee will be expected to study all 
of them, specializing on- those with 
| most approved methods.

‘When the case came up for hearing 
in Chatham court, Judge Meldrim sus- 
tained a general defense demurrer and 
Mr, and Mrs. Bazemore, through at- 
torneys, appealed to the supreme 
court. The majority opinion held that 
the publication of the - photograph, 
with its attendant humiliation of par- 
ents, as alleged, set up a cause of ac- 
tion and the case goes back for trial. 

Right of Privacy. 

In his dissenting opinion, concurred 
in by Associate Justice Beck, Associ- 
ate Justice Hill says: 

“The right of privacy is the right 
to be let alone; the right of a person 
to be free from unwarranted public- 
ity. A more specific but less accurate 
definition is the right to live without 
having one’s name, picture or statue, 
or that of a relative, made public 
against his will, 

“It it is thought that in a case like 
the present the publication of the pic- 
ture of one’s malformed child should 
be enjoined, the answer is that re- 
course should be had to the legisla- 
tive branch of the government and 
not to the judicial. For, as was well 
said by Judge Cibb in the Pavesich 
case, ‘the courts have no authority to 
give a remedy no matter how great 
the grievance.’ ” 

Clayton Damage Suit. 

The Georgia court of appeals, in 
an opinion rendered’ also Wednesday, 
reversed the superior court of Rabun 
county in dismissing the suit of Mrs. 
Laura Bleckley for $20,000 damages 
against the city of Clayton and the 
Western Carolina Telephone Com- 
pany.

Most people think what doctors call 
“compound” fracture means there is 
more than one break. The term really 
signifies any fracture with which 
there is a break in the surface, a 
wound, which involves the possibility 
of infection, of course a more serious 
thing than the mere mechanical in- 
jury. 

One of the best authorities /on frac- 
tures, of yesteryear, was Secdder, 
whose textbook is or was familiar to 
most physicians. Like Holt on the 
care and feeding of babies, Scudder is 
now behind the times and no longer 
enjoys the’ recognition of doctors. But 
the teachings of Scudder still influ- 
ence the practice of medicine and 
surgery, and this is one of Scudder’s 
teachings: 

“Theoretically and practically the 
ambulatory treatment of fractures 
does not perfectly immobilize; there- 
fore it eannot pre-eminently succeed, 
as a means of treatment.” 

There you have the same old inep- 
titude, reactionary conservatism, inca- 
pacity to comprehend the value of a 
new idea. This is always a charac- 
_teristic of our profession, it seems. 
| Well, thank fortune, here and there 
'some doctor succeeds in shaking off 
the traditional apathy and recognizing 
that the world moves. Dr. Joseph A. 
Blake, after his return from France 
where he had done such notable work 
in the treatment of war wounded, 
quoted that passage from Scudder and 
added : 

“This statement. I believe, accurate- 
Iy reflects the attitude of surgeons in 
general before the war. Our experi- 
ence during and since the war has 
convinced us that immobilization is 
not only unnecessary but actually 
prejudicial in the treatment both of 
gunshot and of many simple frac- 
tures.” 

Dr. Blake, incidentally, became a 
strong advocate of the use of 
sion in the treatment of fractures, a4 
method which -gives the patient much 
greater freedom but, to the uninitiat- 
ed, seems to allow some mobility of 
the fragments. He found that sus- 
pension treatment gave the most sat- 
isfactory results in the treatment of 
fractures encountered in civil surgery, 
as well as in gunshot fractures, and 
that there was no particular difficnl- 
ty in reduction or in maintaining the 
fragments in proper position with this 
treatment. :

“A short seller of stocks is a public 
enemy,” says a famous writer. Pub- 
lish the names, is his suggestion. For 
they “would not relish public  dis- 
zrace.” Nonsense! 

Rudolph Spreckels has another sug- 
gestion. He wants congress to pro- 
hibit short ‘selling for one year, as 
emergency legislation only. 

John J. Raskob, “who never sells 
stocks short,” thinks it’s far healthier 


not to interfere with the law of sup- 
ply and demand, upon the theory that 
tor every seller of a stock there's al- 
ways a buyer. 

Comparatively few people — sell 
stocks short. Probably not one in ten 
knows anything about it. .They’re 
afraid of short selling. People in- 
stinctively are afraid of things they 
do not understand. Shert sellers are 
fewer in number, but usually bolder, 
more courageous and more nervy than 
long buyers. 

Is short selling a crime? When a 
company issues millions of shares of 
stock and unloads them at an inflated 
figure on the public when times are 
good, that is a crime. Yet that trans- 
action is not a short sale. 

A short seller today is one who be- 


lieves that certain stocks are not 


(

worth what they are quoted at—that 
they are not worth the market price. 


the theory that it should be brought 
down. He thus acts as a .“deflater 
of financial balloons,” 

‘The real public enemies today are 
insiders who are trying to hold stocks 
far above what they are really 
worth,” said a banker to me in dis- 
cussing this matter. 

Another said this: “If you are 
going to prohibit short sales, then you 
had better prohibit long sales too, for 
just as much skullduggery and ma- 


nipulation take place on the,long side 


as on the short side.” 

The difficulty, of course, is in the 
ignorance of the vast majority of peo- 
ple. They know nothing’ about the 
short sale. But they should. If they 
did they would realize it’s impossible 
to carry on a natural free market 
without an ability to sell as well a 
to buy. 

But the New York Stock Exchange 
should tell the American people what 
objections it has to eliminating or re- 
stricting short sales. In these times, 
when people are nervous and over- 
wrought, an announcement and an ex- 
planation should be given to the con- 
fused and bewildered investors. 


The spectacular outbursts of Adolph 
Hitler, German fascist leader, has ob- 
secured the sensational news of the 
new deep sand oil gysher in the Nien- 
hagen field, Germatiy, 30 miles from 
Hanover.

Two years ago the Elwerath Com- 
pany, a small German organization, 
brought in a 700-barrel well at 2,400 
feet.

“It means,” said Todd Pettigrew, 
one of the largest American oil op- 
erators in Germany, “that not only 
Gérmany, but possibly all Europe, 
may become independent of the impor- 
iation of oil. That is why American 
oil men in increasing numbers have 
been making trips to northern Ger- 
many in recent weeks,” -

homa—give it a fresh start. 


R. S. Hecht, New Orleans banker, 
chairman of the economic policy com- 
mission of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation, told the bankers at Cleve- 
land substantially this:

Mr. Hecht pointed out that now 
there are 275 group or chain bank or- 
ganizations, comprising nearly 10 per 
cent of the total anit banks of the 
country, with bank resources of about 
$15.000,000,000. 

Ninety-two per cent of the vank 
failures have been in, places of 1. s 
than 10,000 people. The handwritin; 
on the wall points the way and tie 
bankers have decided to quit fighting 
the branch banking idea. 

When the proper state and federal 
legislation is enacted, group and chain 
bankers will probably reorganize -o 
fit into the various branch banking 
systems.

Kelley also has been asked “by 
Chairman Nye, of the senate public 
lands committee, to appear Friday or 
Saturday to elaborate his statement 
which was to the general effect that 
a combination of unnamed companies, 
some. of which.were involvéd in the 
Teapot Dome affair. had by fraud and 
pressure obtained rights to the disad- 
vantage of the public interest on west- 
ern Colorado oil shale lands from the 
interior department. 

Secretary of Interior Wilbur has 
emphatically denied Kelley’s charges 
made in a letter of resignation which 
Wilbur refused to accept. Wilbur 
suspended Kelley and demanded proof, 
asking the department of justice to 
investigate, 

Riehardson said he was surprised 
at Kelley’s charges as thé interior 
department had been criticized for re- 
fusing to prove dil leases or titles and’ 
Wilbur was attacked in several court 
cases for being too severe. 

“Not one acre of government lands 
can be lost to the government except- 
ing through the action of the interior 
department,” Richardson said tonight.

Claim 6 Lives: 
In September 


If the average of motor accident 
deaths in Atlanta is maintained until 
the end of the year, 16 more Atlan- 
tans will be killed by December 31, 
it was shown in comparative figures 
based on the number vf accidents and 
deaths here during the first nine 
months of 1930, compiled and released 
ro the Atlanta Motor Club Wednes- 
ay. | 

According to the statistics, the 
deaths by months are as follows: 
January, 12; Kebruary, 4: March, 5; 
April, 5; May, 3: June, 3; July, 5; 
August, 5, and September, 6. These 
figures cover the entire area of 
Greater Atlanta. 

Improvement of traffic condition 
in Greater Atlanta, however, was 
shown by statistics contained in the 
September report just released by the 
club. 

Only 80 major accidents occurred 
during September, as compared with 
105 the previous month, the report 
points ont. While ueaths were in- 
creased by - one, personal  injrries 
showed a marked decline over August. 

In August, 27 pedestrians and 75 
passengers were fh tomer while in Sep- 
tember only 27 pedestrians and 69 
passengers were injured. Investiga- 
tion by the motor club following 20 
collisions bétween automobiles showed 
that all of the .ccidents could have 
been prevented if drivers of the cars 
had used proper caution and greater 
respect for traffic lights and boule- 
vard crossings, the report states. 

The statistics in: the’ September re- 
port show: 

“Total number of accidents in which 
injury, property damage or loss of 
life resulted, . Minor accidents, 
38. Three pedestrians and three pas- 
sengers met death dufing the month, 
and 27 pedestrians and 69 passengers 
were injured. Of the injured, four 
were children under ten years of age. 
There were 20 collisions between auto- 
mobiles, four between autos’ and 
street cars, three automobiles and 
motorcycles, and seven between auto- 
mobiles and other objects. Accidents 
were caused by four drinking drivers, 
and hit-and-skip drivers: were respon- 
sible for 13. Sixty-nine white men, 
21 negro men and 17 women drove 
the aecident cars, 

“Two hundred and sixty-nine vio- 
lators of traffic ordinances’ were 
warned by. the motor club during 
September.’

came today with a vigor that gave the 
market its largest advance since mid- 


June, Gains averaged 6.6 points, put- 
ting the composite back to the level 
of last Friday. 

Although short covering was doubt- 
less the primary impetus behind the 
broad upturn, buying from outside 
sources appeared to be an important 
factor. Brokerage houses had re- 
ceived a reasonably large overnight 
accumulation of purchasing orders 
whose execution at the opening got 
the market off to a good start. Pro- 
fessionals who had been selling heavily 
for six consecutive days quickly 
sensed a change in sentiment and began 
protecting themselves; the result was 
an almost steady advance, which, in 
the case of numerous specialties, rep- 
resented a strenuous squeezing of the 
short interest. 

Leading speculative commodities— 
corn, wheat and cotton—were strong. 
The two grains advanced more than 
2 cents a bushel net, while cotton’s 
gains ranged from 90 cents to $1.40 a 
bale. Investment bonds strengthened 
on reduced activity. The tone of the 
money markets was somewhat ecasier, 
although no concession was made from 
the 2 per cent renewal rate, due to 
the temporary demands on the mar- 
ket incident to the turn of the month. 

News Not Cheering. 

News, however, was none too cheer- 
ful. Car loadings for the week ended 
September 20 dropped 13,201 to a 
total of 952,512 cars, the lowest for 
that week in nine yéars, whereas the 
seasonal trend would normally be in 
the other direction. The steel reviews 
said that although the industry was 
holding its recent gains, little or noth- 
ing was being added to them, and the 
Iron Age estimate on ingot produc- 
tion remained stationary at 61 per 
cent of rated capacity.

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Leading Stocks Cancel Bulk

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—(4)—Along 
with stocks on the big board, curb 
market shares were carried sharply 
higher today in the inevitable reac- 
tion which comes after a prolonged 
selling movement. 

Transactions aggregated 720,100 
shares, as compared to more than 
1,000,000 yesterday, but _ leading 
stocks were carried up 1 to 7 points, 
cancelling most of the decline of the 
past two days. 

Several of .the stocks which were 
heavily sold on announcement of the 
Sisto failure yesterday, made sub- 
stantial recovery. Cuneo ‘Press gain- 
ed more than four points, and Na- 
tional Rubber Machinery, more than 
three. Hygrade Food, however, after 
selling up about a point, lost its rise.

Hogs, Lard Show Advance. 

“Prices of hogs and }::d were the 
only commodities to show an advance 
during September over 4a year ago. 
Compared with August, however, the 
September price for butter, cheese, 
eggs, beans, potatoes, rye, beef cattle, 
hogs, lard, sheep and cottonseed oil 
showed an increase. ) 

“The production of tobacco, sor- 
ghum syrup, peaches, apples, pears, 
pecans and cotton is above that of 
However, 1930 preduction 
of corn, hay, Irish potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, sugar cane and peanuts is 
smaller than last year’s crop. 

“The tobacco crop produced this 
year was the largest in the history of 
the state and brought to Georgia to- 
bacco farmers $10,501,228. which is 
considerably less than the $16,672,180 
received for last year’s .crop. The 
average price this year in Georgia, 
®.86 cents per pound, is the lowest 
in the history of the tobacco trade 
and is approximately 50 per cent »e- 
low the average price of 18.37 cents 
paid a year ago. 

“This decline in price received by 
Georgia growers of cigaret tobacco 
comes at a time when sales of cigarets 
are at peak levels, even exceeding 
1929. Furthermore the price of cig- 
arets this year is above the 1929 
level,” 

Increase in Cotton. 

Speaking of the cotton situation, 
the review has the following to say: 

“All sections of Georgia will pro- 
duce more cotton this year than last 

ith the exception of the north-central 

and northwestern districts. Total pro- 
duction in Georgia this year is esti- 
mated at 1,500,000 bales as contrasted 
with 1,343,000 bales produced last 
rear. 
/ “Cotton consumption during August 
by mills in the United States amount- 
ed to 352,335 bales as against 558,754 
bales in .ugust of last year. For the 
12 months ending July 31, 1930, total 
consumption in this country was 
6,113,932 bales as compared with 
7.091,065 for the corresponding period 
of the preceding year. 


“In the face of the present business 


depression which we are now expe- 
riencing it doesn’t seem probable that 
the demand for cotton will be ma- 
terially increased. Unsatisfactory busi- 
ness conditions throughout the world 
do not augur well for an increased 
consumption of cotton goods. . 

“There are, however, some encour- 
aging conditions, among which is the 
fact that exports of cotton during Au- 
gust amounted to 366,036 bales, as 
compared with 226,018 for August, 
1929. This increase in exports 
partly explained by the fact that 
American cotton at present prices is 
relatively cheaper than Indian cotton 
’ ¢ the first time in three years. 

“Another factor of importance is 
the absence of hedge selling this year, 
which indicates that producers are 
holding back their cotton. In this con- 
nection it is of interest to note the 
statement made by E. F,.Creekmore, 
president of the Cotton Stabilization 
Corporation : 

“The present holdings of the Cot- 
ton Stabilization Corporation, amount- 
ing to about 1,300,000 bales, will be 
‘maintained throughout. the present 
cotton selling season ending July 31, 
1931, unless the price in the meantime 
advances to or above the purchase 
price.” , 

“New uses for cotton are constant- 
ly being developed. The department 
of commerce reported September 15 
that miniature golf courses had con- 
sumed during the past 12 months 
1,500,000 yards of cotton fabrics used 
in golf tents, folding chairs, awnings, 
umbrellas, illusion scenery, etc.” 

rites Cotton Article. 

J. William Firor, head of the divi- 
sion of agricultural economics an 
marketing of the Georgia State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, in a signed. arti- 
cle in the Review dealing with the 
production, consumption and price of 
cotton, contributes the following: 

“In studying the history of produc- 
tion, consumption and price of cotton 
during the 130 years of commercial de- 
velopment of this industry in the Unit- 
ed States and the same industry for 
the entire world, certain conclusions 
seem logical. 

“The upward trend in production 
has carried along an upward trend in 
consumption. Drastic increases in 
supplies have brought drastic reduc- 
tions in prices, but these low prices 
have broadened the markets and stimu- 
lated consumption. 

“New uses and enlarged markets 
once found become constructive de- 
wand factors tending to increase 
prices, which in turn require addi- 
tional productive efforts. 

“Whether or not we have reached 
the saturation point in supplying the 
peoples of the world with cotton prod- 
ucts depends in part upon the future 
ability of the leaders of commerce, in- 
dustry and agriculture to meet the 
wants of the peoples of many coun- 
tries at a price sufficiently low to 
allow consumption to expand. 

“It also depends’ in part -on the de- 
velopment of competing textile fibers. 
It is a fact that many millions are 
still inadequately supplied with de- 
sired goods derived in whole or in 
part from cotton?’

McCarthy made it plain he had 
reached no definite agreement nor 
signed any contract but clearly indi- 
cated the New York club wanted his 
services and that he was in a recep- 
tive mood to undertake the job of try- 
ing to put the Yankees back on ton of 
the American league heap. 

The ex-Cub boss admitted having a 
telephone chat today with EF, G. Bar- 
row, secretary of the Yankees, and 
added that he expected later in the 
week to go to New York for perhaps a 
final conference with Colonel Jacob 
Ruppert, owner of the club. 

“However, I have talked positive 
terms with no one,” McCarthy said, 
despite the fact that he had been 
closeted earlier and for some time 
with Bob Quinn, president of the Red 
Sox, understood to have first call on 
McCarthy's services.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 1.—This is 

still the day of the big blast in 

baseball. 


The cannonading thunder from five 
Athletic bats blew out the wire en- 
tanglements in front of the Cardinal 
trenches and left them shattered on 
the field. 


Burleigh Grimes’ famous surf 
ball was deadly on the snipers 
and the machine gun nests, but 
it had no effect on the heavy ar- 
tillery that roared its winning 
anthem for President Hoover and 
33,000 other fans, who sat and 
shivered in a chilling wind. 


As it was, Bob Grove, the tall and 
willowy left-hander working for Con- 
nie Mack, took the first decision from 
Grimes and the Cardinals by the 
count of 5 to 2. The Cardinals hit 
Grove oftener, but the Athleties hit 
Grimes harder and once again it is 
the big guns that count in this high- 
speed age. 

FIVE TIMES FOR A RECORD. 


The Athletics broke through  be- 
neath the spray of Grimes’ moist de- 
livery only five times, but these five 
blows piled up a total of 16 bases 
and they scored five runs. Each bit 
averaged better than a triple and if 
that isn’t a world series record it 
ought to be. 


In the meanwhile, the Cardi- 
nals popped Grove nine times but 
seven of these were singles and 
the other two were merely dou- 
bles. It was the rifle and the 
machine gun against the 10-inch 
shell and when the battle ended 
Cardinal feathers were ankle deep 
on the field. After watching the 
results of this first battle, Presi- 
dent Hoover and his cabinet will 
go in for high explosives from 
now on and leave the smaller 
beres alone.

In place of which 
Foxx dashed for the plate as Boley 
dumped a tidy bunt into the infield 
for a squeeze play that worked per- 
fectly and brought the big crowd to 
its feet with far, far more excitement 
than the home runs drew.

He said that with the expected re- 
covery of automobile production and 
building construction at the first of 
the year we should soon begin an 
upward climb. We remain about two 
years on the upgrade and 1 1-3 years 
on the down,” Colonel Ayres said.
